Remarks 

The Examiner has rejected Claim Nos. 1 through 21, all 
the claims currently in the application, under a combination of 
rejections, all of which are based upon United States patent No. 
4,664,628 (Totaro) . Claim Nos. 1, 4, 6, 8, 9, and 12 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b), as being anticipated by Totaro. The 
remaining claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103, as being made 
obvious by Totaro in view of several other references. Applicant 
respectfully traverses all of the rejections of Claim Nos. 1 
through 21 based on Totaro. 

The Examiner states: 

. . . Totaro discloses a body protective device that 
comprises an impervious membrane, 6, mounted on a 
supporting device, 1. The device comprises a frame 
that holds the flexible membrane in place over the 
user's mouth and has a rigid handle portion, 8 and 9, 
extending from the frame. The operator can use the 
handle to manipulate the device.
